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SHANDEZ "SHANK" DANIELS MAINTAINS POSITIVE ATTITUDE DESPITE SERIOUS INJURY

Shandez “Shank” Daniels is still 
in a Dothan hospital following a ter- 
rible neck injury in the Elba- 
Hillcrest football game on Friday 
night, November 3rd. While his 
teammates were celebrating a great 
homecoming win, Shank was in an 
ambulance enroute to Dothan where 
he underwent emergency surgery, 
beginning at 2 a.m., Saturday, morn- 


ing. 


SHANDEZ “SHANK” DANIELS 


Elba football coach David Low- 
ery has visited in the hospital sever- 
al times with the family and talked 
with his player. He explained that 
Shank has been unable to verbalize 
due to the things hooked to him. 
During these days he has answered 
by eye blinks ... one blink for no 
and two for yes. 

However a recent tracheotomy 
should remove that handicap. With 
this procedure, the breathing tube 
was removed from his mouth and 
inserted into the windpipe through 


the incision, After a few days ol 
healing of the throat, Shandez is ex- 
pected to begin talking, and taking 
food and liquids orally. 

Lowery expressed amazement at 
the real positive attitude of the high 
school senior, The coach added that 
the young man’s mother, Linda Ty- 
son, was also unbelievably positive 
and upbeat ... she has every belief 
that her son will recover from the in- 
jury. Lowery said, “In fact she is not 
going to accept anything else.” The 
coach explained that she is with her 
son almost continuously, and it does 
him good just talking with her, 


Lowery said, “Once is 
more than enough.” 


At press time doctors are not pre- 
dicting the outcome. They are wait- 
ing for the swelling to go down and 
the possibility that movement of his 
legs and arms can start at any time. 
They do report that he has a tingling 
sensation in his arms and legs now. 

Danicls was taken from the play- 
ing field by the Elba Rescue Squad 
following a tackle on a kickoff re- 
turn. He went down after hitting the 
ball carrier and was unable to move. 
He was taken to Elba General Hos- 
pital and then rushed to Dothan, 

Following the four hours of sur- 
gery, doctors told family members 
the surgery was successful. They 
then carefully explained that the ob- 
jective of the surgery was to realign 
the.two vertebrae, dislocated during 
action on the football field, thereby 
relieving whatever pressure possible 

The young man is in Flowers 
Hospital ... in the 5th floor SICU. 
He has limited visitation, however 
nurses are working with visitors to 
give him all the peer support he can 
physically handle. Many of his team- 
mates and other high school friends 
have visited him at the hospital.

Sincerely, /s/ Dr. Ron Jones, Commissioner 
That is what our readers were told was happening, when in fact a 
meeting was underway even as we were writing the editorial for the 
November 2nd issue of the paper. We can only say ... Gee, thanks 
for such an impact on the local economic base. 


Right now, as the letter indicated, the additional inmates are coming 
to Elba and will work in area industries. We assume that will also 
mean some additional money is spent with local merchants. How- 
ever, unless someone applies the brakes, this is all shortlived busi- 
ness.

House Votes at Last to Implement a Balanced Budget 


Last Thursday, the most im- 
portant vote of the U.S. Congress in 
the last quarter century was cast. The 
U.S. House of Representatives ap- 
proved a seven-year Republican plan 
to balance the federal budget. It has 
been 26 years since the federal budget 
was in balance. 

To most Americans, the con- 
cept of a balanced federal budget 
seems illusive and too difficult to 
imagine. Afterall, itis much easier to 
follow one’s own checkbook than the 
federal government's colossal $1 tril- 
lion annual budget. A balanced fed- 
eral budget, however, has a direct 
impact on all our lives, perhaps more 
directly than you realize. 

A balanced federal budget is 
not an accounting trick. It means 
lower mortgage rates and lower car 
loan costs. It would also affect our 
children’s dreams of having acollege 
education, raising a family and own- 
ing a home. 

A child born today will pay an 
average of $187,000 in lifetime taxes 
just to cover the interest on the grow- 
ing national debt. So, doesn’t it make 
good sense to end the practice of 
adding to that debt? 

As to the real impact of a bal- 
anced federal budget on the average 
American family, Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan put it this 
way — “real incomes and purchasing 
power...would significantly improve 
.. they would look forward to their 
children doing better than they.” 

Specifically, the U.S. House 
of Representatives voted to reduce 
federal spending over the next seven 
years by $1.2 trillion dollars. Known 
as the Budget Reconciliation Act, this 
legislation “reconciles” federal spend- 
ing with the goal of a balanced budget 
by 2002. 

Its key provisions include ma- 


jor budget reforms already approved 
in the Republican Contract with 
America earlier this year: 

* Repeals part of President, 
Clinton’s 1993 tax increase, includ-' 
ing a $500 child tax credit for each; 
child. Families with children and: 
earning less than $25,000 will see: 
their entire federal income tax liabil-' 
ity eliminated. Families withincomes + 
of $30,000 will have 48 percent of, 
their federal income tax liability elimi-* 
nated. 

* A 50 percent reduction in’ 
the capital gains tax rate. This will. 
bring about jobcreation and economic * 
growth by freeing up investment capi- 
tal. Seventy percent of those who will’ 
benefit from a capital gains tax cut 
currently earn less than $50,000 a 
year. 

* Preserves Medicare and 
repeals President Clinton’s 1993 tax . 
hike on Social Security benefits. The : 
legislation adopts the language of the; 
recently-passed Medicare Preserva-" 
tion Act which saves Medicare from, 
bankruptcy while offering seniors a” 
broader range of medical care and» 
insurance options. 

Additionally, the Republican: 
reconciliation bill eliminates the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, reforms 
welfare by restoring personal respon- 
sibility while shifting power and re- 
sources back to the states, and slices 
away unnecessary government bu- 
reaucracy. 

In short, the House is making 
changes the American people have 
called for over many years, but until 
this year, Washington has been un- 
able to deliver, 

A balanced federal budget in 
seven years is the single best thing, 
this Congress can do for all Ameri-: 
cans. It means a stronger nation anda. 
better way of life for our children.

Mathematics Curriculum

The math curriculum at Zion Chapel 
High School consists of many different 
math subjects for grades 7-12. 

Ms. Mary Herbert teaches Algebra I 
and II, Geometry, and Applied I and II. 
Algebra I focuses on factoring, equation 
solving, and word problem solving. Al- 
gebra II adds emphasis to the Algebra I 
courses by expanding them with graph- 
ing of lines and curves, solving simulta- 
neous equations, and factoring higher or- 
der polynomials. Geometry is primarily a 
course in deductive reasoning.

The Applied I and II cours- 
es are new means by which to teach 
youngsters the math they may face on 
the job. The problems are written with 
the help of business people in the areas 
of agriculture and agribusiness, home ec- 
onomics, industrial technology, health 
occupations, and business and market- 


ing. 

Mrs. Lori McCrory teaches Math 7, 
Pre-Algebra, and Advanced Math. Math 
7 covers the basic competencies in math- 
ematics. It helps students prepare for the 
Basic Competency Test (BCT) that they

Tigers ousted from 3A 
in 7-6 shocker 


The Elba Tigers saw their 
dreams of winning the 1995 state 
football championship come crash- 
ing down Friday night as the 
U.M.S.-Wright Bulldogs stunned 
the highly-ranked Tigers 7-6, in 
Elba.

In the Spring of 1934 the 
Brothers Orchestra was 
Nuttings-On-The-Charles, in Walt- 
ham, Massachusetts. Jimmy and 
Tommy Dorsey were now on the 
scene to stay. Unfortunately, this 
was not to be. In early June 1935, at 
the Glen Island Casino, Jimmy and 
Tommy had an argument over the 
tempo of a tune and Tommy 
Walked off the bandstand. Now 
Jimmy was the leader, Jimmy Dor- 
sey was considered one of the finest 
clarinet and alto saxophone players 
of his day. Jimmy's greatest hit, and 
the last instrumental hit by any art- 
ist, was “So Rare”, Jimmy wi 1S giv- 
en a Gold Record for ‘So Rare” two 
days before his death on June 12, 
1957. 

The fabulous Jimmy Dorsey Or- 
chestra continued for the next 33 
years under the leadership of trum- 
peter Lee Castile. Then in November 
1990, Lee Castle passed on, 

Jim Miller--truly one of the old 
pros whose musical life began in the 
heyday of the Big Band Era--was 
considered a trombonist’s trombon- 
ist. With the rich, mellow sound of 
Tommy Dorsey (he still uses one of 
Tommy's mutes), Jim continues to- 
day a career of over 40 years play- 
ing with and leading some of Amer- 
ica’s great big bands.

Peacock reported the, department 
had received about $4,000 cash do 
nations plus $800 pledges to pur- 
chase two duel trained drug/patrol 
dogs. A down payment of $4,750 
would be made on initial purchase 
and an additional $4,750 would be 
due in one year, The chief said “I 
will assume the responsibility for 
this.” He added, “We will get the 
money.” 

The chief assured council mem- 
bers their only cost would be in case 
the dogs were hurt and needed med- 
ical treatment. He added the dogs 
would be used for detecting drugs, 
clearing buildings, as tracking dogs 
and in crowd control. 

The council had given Peacock 
permission to look into the cost of 
the dogs at the last council meeting. 
However, they took no action Mon- 
day night on his request for the dogs. 

Bills totaling $17,181.12 were ap- 
proved for payment, These included 
$631 for office supplies, $1081.00 
for Trust Department fees, $4087.69 
for vehicle repair and parts, $725.00 
on Aide for Senior Citizens and 
$2,113.84 for lodging expenses of 
Hurricane Opal workers. 

The latter will be largely re- 
imbursed by federal disaster funds. 

Action on adopting a revised per- 
sonnel manual was again tabled 


when it was discovered council 
members still had some changes 
they wanted made. Also tabled was a 
request for a computer program for 
the library, This will await further

The council told Timothy Wil 
liams to let them know when his 
Elba Youth Training Center received 
lax exempt status.

County BOE continues storm damage repairs .

Roofs damaged by Hurricane 
Opal continue to be the main topic 
of discussion in the Coffee County 
School Board. 

During their last meeting which 
was held on Monday, November 13, 
board members took a positive step 
in permanently “fixing” the roof on 
the Zion Chapel Elementary School 
building. 

‘However, the decision did not 
come easy as some of the board 
members were opposed to repairing 
the “flat” roof. Instead, they pre- 
ferred replacing the present flat roof 
with a pitched one. 

Board member Danny Jernigan 
said, “Roofs will break this [school] 
system if we don’t fix them right.” 

Superintendent Clayton Bryant, 
noting that four classes had been dis- 
placed due to the leaking roof, said, 
“We have a critical situation and we 
need to get a roof on the building.” 

Ted Fillingim, transportation and 
maintenance supervisor for county 
schools, told board members, 
“We've been climbing ladders and 
pumping water at 3 a.m. and this sit- 
uation needs fixing now!” 

After several minutes of intense 
discussion, board member Virgil 
Coleman stated, “This should be 
treated as an emergency situation, 
which it is, and I recommend that we 


accept one of the present bids and 
proceed with repairing the roof using 
the insurance money." 

Marty Robbins Roofing Company 
has submitted a bid of $25,850.00 
and __‘ Tri-State Roofing bid 
$30,000.00. 

The board, in a 4 to 1 vote with 
two abstentions, gave the go-ahead 
for repairs to begin as soon as possi- 
ble to the roof. 

Both contractors had given the 
first week in December as a Start 
date, but the board requested that 
Bryant attempt to get this improved 
upon if possible. The repairs are esti- 
mated to take a week to complete. 

Continuing with roofing prob- 
lems, the board accepted the low bid 
of $8,600 from Junior Pickett to re- 
pair the storm damaged roof on the 
Kinston gymnasium. 

The board also voted to seek bids 
on repairing other buildings in the 
system (Kinston, New Brockton & 
Zion Chapel) which had “shingle 
damage.” 

Fillingim was instructed to have 
the repairs bid two ways: one with 
the contractor providing labor only 
and the school system furnishing 
materials; the other with the contrac- 
tor doing the complete job - labor 
and materials. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, board members heard from a 
concerned parent.

The group has organized a panel 
and scheduled a Drugs, Violence, 
and Gangs Parent Information For- 
um for parents. 

The forum is set for 7:00 p.m. 
Tuesday, Nov. 28, at the Farm Cen- 
ter in New Brockton. 

“Crime is taking over our world 
and the youngsters of today are not 
being left out,” said Gary Watson, a 
juvenile probation officer in Coffee 
County. 

According to current statistics, 
40% of all crimes committed in Ala- 
bama are committed by juveniles, 

“This group is offering parents a 
golden opportunity to learn what 
their children are saying by the 
clothes they wear and the other com- 
mon gang-related signs, ” said Wat- 
son. 

In a prepared statement, Cindy 
Dunaway, a D.A.R.E. Officer with 
the Enterprise Police Department, 
said, “We're hoping to educate par- 
ents on what to look for in gang ac- 
tivity and give them information on 
how to talk to their children.” 

“We are encouraging parents, 
teachers, preachers, grandparents, 
and anyone interested in a better to- 
morrow for our children to be there,” 
said New Brockton Mayor Kathryn 
Holley, Chairperson for Crimestop- 
pers. 


“Parents just don’t know what 
they’re dealing with, or how to deal 
with it - they’ve never experienced it 

‘before. We want to help them learn 
how to deal with it,” she said. 

District Judge Steve Blair provid- 
ed some interesting stats during a 
press conference called Friday after- 
noon to announce the forum. 

He stated that between 1990 and 
1994, homicide charges against juve- 
niles rose 144%; robbery charges by 
91%, and assault charges by 30%. 

The state’s juvenile court cases, 
between 1984 and 1993, rose by 


66% from 21,000 to almost 36,000 
cases. The commission of violent of- 
fenses by juveniles rose by more 
than 111% (1,600 to 3,400) during 
the same period of time.

Alabama State Troopers urge mo- 
torists to drive with care and buckle 
up to ensure safe travel during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. 

Holiday travelers also are encour- 
aged to observe posted speed limits 
and all other traffic laws, and to ab- 
stain from drinking and driving. 

Public Safety estimates that 17 
persons will die in traffic crashes 
during the 102-hour period, which 
Started at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, 
Noy. 22, and will continue until mid- 
night Sunday, Nov. 26. 

Last year, 15 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic crashes during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least 7 of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated, and only one of the crash vic- 


tims was using a safety belt. 

“Safety belts and child restraints 
are proven life savers, Please make- 
sure ‘you and those you care about 
buckle up during the holidays and 
every time you travel,” said Public 
Safety Director Col, Gene Mitchell. 

All available state troopers will 
be patroling the state’s roadways to 
enforce traffic laws, assist motorists 
and serve as visible reminders to 
drive safely. 

Troopers also will increase patrol 
on heavily traveled roadways as part 
of Operation C.A.R.E., Combined 
Accident Reduction Effort, which is 
an effort by state police throughout 
the nation to promote safe travel dur- 
ing the holidays.
